Meets  Pleven 
Before  Flight 


SEOUL.  Dec.  2 (Saturday) 
(.V). — Eight  of  18  Chinese 
Communist  divisions  massed 
in  Northwest  Korea  today 
were  reported  bearing  down 
toward  the  east  flanX  of  the 
new  United  Nations  defence 
line. 

Swarms  of  United  Stales  Fifth  Air 
Force  Flghter-bambera  strain  and 
rocketed  the  southbound  columns, 
Inflicting  heavy  casualties. 

Six  Communist  armies  — st  full 
strength  each  has  40.000  troops,  ap- 
peared building  up  for  a powerful 
attack  aimed  at  turning  the  United 
Nations  right  flank  and  rolling  on 
to  Pyongyang,  the  former  North 
Korean  capital,  30  mile*  south  of 
the  new  defence  line. 

The  abated  Communist  offensive, 
which  already  has  rolled  the  United 
States  Eighth  Army  back  40  miles, 
appeared  developing  against  Song- 
chon.  It  guards  the  flank  of  United 
NaUons  defences  30  miles  north  of 
Pyongyang. 

In  the  snowy  northeast  sector,  cut- 
off American  marines  and  Infantry- 
men made  slow  headway  on  both 
•Ides  of  the  Changjln  reservoir  In 
efforts  to  break  out  of  Red  traps 
and  pull  back  south. 

Red  losses  were  heavy.  United 
States  10th  Corps  officers  said  mors 
than  6,000  of  the  enemy  have  been 
killed  In  Northeast  Korea  In  the  past 
five  days. 

United  States  10th  Corps  Head- 
quarters reported  that  marines  on 
the  west  side  of  the  Ice-covered 
reservoir  had  abandoned  Yudam 
and  were  under  fierce  attack  from 
three  sides.  The  Leathernecks  were 
trying  to  reach  Hagaru.  at  the  south 
end  of  the  reservoir,  ten  miles  south- 
east of  Yudam.

THE  coming  of  Ice  to  pond  and 
.stream  la  a godsen&.<Uu .juany 
crealurea,  the  muskrat  perhaps  most 
of  all.  It  brings  him  peace.  A musk- 
rat has  a host  of  enemies,  not  only 
on  Die  ground  and  in  the  air  bub 
under  the  water.  Rabbit*  are  sup- 
posed to  be  tiie  bread  of  life  to  the 
wilds.  All  the  animals  that  hunt  rab- 
bits also  hunt  muskraU  with  zeal. 
Wolf,  coyote,  fox.  hawk,  owl  count  on 
ao  many  muskrat  dinner*  per  season. 
In  the  water,  the  muskrat's  deadliest 
enemy  ls  the  mink.  And  big  snapping 
turtles,  pike,  muskles  and  even  large- 
mouth  bass,  When  tire  rats  are  young, 
are*  ever-watching  from  below.  A 
muskrat  doubtless  envies  a rabbit  ltj 
social  security. 

But  when  the  ice  comes,  the  musk- 
rat's dens  In  the  mud  bank*,  and  tha 
muskrat  houses  out  in  the  swamps, 
are  fortified  a*  with  concrete.  The 
airborne  enemies  are  fewer,  the  land 
enemies  are  mure  readily  detected, 
and  the  underwater  enemies,  all  save 
the  mink,  feo  away  somewhere  to  doze 
for  the  Winter. 

The  muskrat  does  not  store  up 
Winter  food  the  way  the  beaver  does. 
He  still  has  to  go  out  each  day  for 
his  fill  of  whatever  f»e  can  dig  under- 
water In  the  way  of  roots,  clams  or 
newts,  and  whatever  he  can  find  along 
shire  near  the  open  water  he  must 
always  have  handy,  to  his  home.  Ra- 
tions may  be  lean  in  Winter.  But 
until  his  least  enemy,  man,  comes 
rubber-booting  through  the  slush  on 
the  verge  of  Spring,  the  muskrat  has 
a comparative  season  of  freedom  from 
fear,  when  Lhe  Ice  comes. 

The  least  of  hi*  enemies,  man,  takes 
about  three  and  a half  million  musk- 
rat* s year  In  Canada  alone;'  and 
around  twelve  million  in  the  whole 
continent.  The  pelts  sell  from  $2  to 
nearly  $3. 

But  the  muskrat  ls  a rat,  in  full 
fact.  He  fight*  like  a rat.  travels  and 
explore#  like  a cat,  therefore  survive* 
like  a rat..  If  It  were  not  for  his 
enemies,  there  might  be  too  many  of 
him.

1918  by  Lloyd  Oeorge.  There  has 
existed  a coolness  between  these  fami- 
lies since  the  events  of  1914-1918 
which  nothing  occurring  since  has 
dispelled.

a I Confusion ? 


RATEPAYERS  of  the  old  Ward  Six  area 
may  feel  they  have  a perfect  right  to 
pick  whatever  name  they  desire  for 
their  new  municipality.  Nevertheless  the 
choice  of  "Central  Saanich”  by  77  members 
of  the  ratepayers  association  is  not  a happy 
one,  and  it  would  be  bound  to  cause  confu- 
sion here  and  elsewhere  with  Saanich  Itself. 
On  this  ground  alone  a distinctly  separate 
name  would  be  much  more  preferable.  Nor 
does  "Central  Saanich"  come  easily  to  the 
tongue  as  a term  of  reference. 

One  might  have  thought  that  their  long 
and  determined  objection  to  inclusion  In 
Saanich  Municipality  would  have  induced 


Ward  Six  ratepayers  to  choose  a name  that 
would  indicate  their  new  identity  more 
clearly.  There  are  many  others,  both 
euphonious  and  appropriate,  that  could 
have  been  selected.  It  will  be  surprising  of 
the  Minister  of  Municipal  Affairs,  In  view 
of  his  previously  expressed  opinion  on  this 
point,  is  willing  to  agree  to  the  ambiguity 
that  adoption  of  the  name  "Central  Saan- 
ich" would  create. 

If  these  ratepayers  had  their  way  there 
would  then  be  in  existence  “North  Saan- 
ich," "Central  Saanich"  and  “Saanich." 
That  seems  altogether  too  much  even  for  a 
prolific  peninsula. 


That  the  wild  life  should  have  been 
protected  at  all  when  it  was  appar- 
ently so  plenUful  everywhere  speaks 
well  for  the  calibre  of  our  early  legis- 
lators and  the  manner  of  pioneer 
citizen  who  helped  support  them  as 
they  realized  their  enactments  In  be- 
half of  all  wild  life  were  good.  The 
story  of  the  Saskatchewan  elk  hunters 
recalls  something  of  the  situation 
whleh  existed  on  Vancouver  Island  In 
the  latter  nineties. 

Until  those  dsyi  the  sale  of  deer- 
meat  as  well  as  the  traffic  In  their 
hides,  was  wide  open.  Carcases  were 
displayed  In  front  of  all  meat  and 
fish  shops  and  a large  number  of  seal 
hunters  busied  themselves  between 
sealing  seasons  with  “market  hunt- 
ing.** There  were  no  close  seasons 
for  anything  then,  and  most  of  the 
deer  were  slain  with  the  aid  of  plt- 
lampe  at  night.

— The 
School  Board  U giving  favorable 
consideration  to  a plan  which  would 
see  the  present  Courtenay  High 
School  enlarged  to  accommodate  up 
to  450  students. 

The  plan,  breached  at  a board 
meeting  by  Inspector  C.  I.  Taylor, 
envisioned  a two-storey  addition  to 
the  present  high  school,  with  a 
gymnasium  - auditorium  attached.

For  City  in  November 


AS  a city  of  sunshine,  Victoria  appears  to  be  slipping. 
During  November,  according  to  the  Gonzales 
Observatory,  the  city  had  71  hours  of  sunshine — 
seven  hours  less  than  normal.  During  the  month  there 
was  a total  precipitation  of  3.86  inches — .030  inches  below 
normal. 

The  city's  total  precipitation  from  January  1 to  Novem- 
ber 30,  inclusive,  was  26.55  inches,  which  is  4.49  inches 
above  normal.
